Lumber men of this province and of 
Washington and Oregon nre confronted 
with conditions this fall that have never, 
heretofore been experienced in the Pa- 
cifie Northwest. On the American ride 
there are the dire results of the fire 
swept timber limits to be contended 
with, and there, as in British Columbia, 
the question of haulage is becoming 
more aud more a serious problem: The 
timber available along the line of malt 
water is getting scarcer every year, and 
the big mills have now to depend on the 
rooro expensive railway facilities for the 
transportation of their logs. Further^ 
more the Great Northern railway is re¬ 
ported to have refused to carry logs to 
the Puget Sound mill, and their action 
is taken to indicate a policy of boycott 
which will compel milluien to oi>erute 
farther inland where the railway oper¬ 
ators could have the hnnlngc of the tim¬ 
ber in Us raw and manufactured state 
ail to themselves. 

Add to these conditions an increased 
demand, and it will be seen that the 
mill men on the American side are face 
to face with what might almost be 
termed a crisis. On this side the de¬ 
mand for lumber in the Northwest and 
Manitoba U unprecedeutedly large, and 
w keeping several of the mills in this 
province running night and day to keep 
up with orders. The lumber is required

One billion feet of the 
finest fir timber in the world <vas killed 
in Skamania and Clark© counties in the 
middle of September, says the Pacific 
Lumber Trade Journal this month. 

The timber was located on the Wash- 
ougal and south fork of the Lewis river, 
and was so thick that it was almost a 
solid wall of wood, Experienced cruis¬ 
ers aay that some of the greater sec¬ 
tion* contained r.s much as 35,000,000 
feet. The fire raged through the tops 
of the trees, destroying the tops and 
branches farther down, so that there is 
no hope of farther life in th© wood. 

To save the timber from total loss it 
will be necessary, according the opin¬ 
ion of expert lumbermen, to log it all 
withty ‘the next four years. This means 
that 20U.000.000 feet a year will be 
dumped onto tho market, and ns it Is 
all tributary to Portland it also means 
that there will be enough of it to take 
care of the entire needs of that place. 

In addition to this 1.000,000,000 feet, 
200,000,000 feet of similar timber oh 
the Co woman river was also burned. 

The principal mill to lose in the fire 
was the Bridal Veil Lumbering Com¬ 
pany, which had one of the finest plant* 
In the Northwest. This plant had a 
daily capacity of 100,000 feet, and was 
famous for the fine quality of lumber it 
manufactured. The insurance was com¬ 
paratively light, reported to have been 
only $12,000, but jt Is said that the com¬ 
pany will at once install a portable mill 
to takq farc of the business until a fine 
new plant can be erected.

President Metjuade, in opening the 
meeting, outlined the business which had 
been transacted during the quarter. This 
included the conference with Dr. Wick- 
ett. representing the Manufacturers’ As¬ 
sociation, upou his return from the Yu¬ 
kon. A report was to be received as 
soon as presented to the association. 

The banquet to Sir Edmund Barton 
liad been a most successful one, which 
was nearly altogether due to the work 
done by the committee having it in 


The Suez Is the Oldest and Moot Import¬ 
ant. 


The oldest and moat Important ship canal 
la that of Hues, begun lu 1856 and complet¬ 
ed In 1801*. lr la 160 miles In length and 
cost $60,660,006. It waa at flrat fifty-four 
metres wide on top, twenty-two metres at 
the bottom aud eight metres deep, but In 
1862 $10,600,000 waa expended to Increase 
these dimensions to 77, 34ft and nesrly 6 
metres respectively, aud It la now proposed 
to Increase the depth to tbe 10 metres. 
Ships are allowed to’ pass through It at a 
siteed of 5.35 miles per hoar, so that Us 
whole length can be traversed In eighteen 
and a half hours. Night navigation Is 
made possible by electric lights, which 
were Introduced In 1887. The tolls are $2 
per ton. In 1870, 486 ships passed through 
the canal; In 1880, 2,026; In 1600, 3,441. In 
the year 1800, 221,348 passengers were 

transported. 

In 1887 the Emperor William canal to con¬ 
nect the North sea with the Baltic waa 
begun and tbe canal waa opened In 1865. 
Its cost was $40,000,000. Ita length la 
ninety-eight kilometres, Its depth nine 
metres, aud It Is traversed In less than 
twelve hours. Its receipts do not cover 
expeuae*. Mill another renal connecting 
the North He* with the Baltic was opened 
lu 1DU0. Its length Is sixty-five kilometres. 
Its depth only three metres and Ita cost 
waa $0,600,000. Tbe Muucbester ship canal 
Is eighty-Meven kilometres long and nearly 
eight metres tleep and cost $85,000,000. 

Amsterdam Is connected with tbe sea by 
a ship renal opened In 1815. aud Rotter¬ 
dam la likewise connected with deep water 
by a canal opened In 1865. M. Petersburg 
also has a ship canal twenty-five kilometre* 
long. The Gulf of Corinth canal was fin- 
{»bed In 1863. It la only 6.3 k Hornet retain 
length and cost about $5,000,000. Konlga- 
borg has a fthip canal completed In I860, 
thirty-three kilometre* long, that coat about 
f2.0uo.ooo. There are two great ship canals 
In America connecting Lakes Huron aud 
ttupertur, and the other, the Welland, 
connecting Krle and Ontario. Tbe canals 
ot 8te. Marie carried 24.000.000 ton* In 1001, 
more than twice that of 8nes for the same 
year.—Washington Mar.

An Incident That Followed the Boer War. 


Grant Balfour, special correspondent 
of the Toronto Globe, writes! of Vic¬ 
toria, in a recent issue of that paper, aa 
follows: '/ 1 

When we sailed by the steamer 
Charmer, on August 23rd, round the 
southeastern promontory of Vancouver 
Island, In the afterglow of the setting 
aun, the* far-extending Olympic mountains 
over the Strait of Juan de Fuca, to the 
•outlt and west, stood out grandly in a 
crown of snow, enveloped in a light veil 
of mist That sublime blue range was 
the* silent signal over twenty miles of 
water that we were in sight of the great 
country of our kinsmen to the south. We 
swept quite close to our own undulating 
ashore on the north, past .Beacon Hill of 
Victoria park, and a line of villas and 
cottages commanding a magnificent pros¬ 
pect of the strait Bounding the enter 
wharf of the city, we were passing east 
into the picturesque "harbor, when the 
parliament buildings, beyond a verdant 
lawn to the south, unexpectedly came 
Into view', a marvel of beauty in the 
evening light No section of the pearl- 
grey structure of stone. Renaissance in 
•style, seemed superfluous, but every part 
every lino, every dome to the highest 
central blended in one majestic harmony. 
And, as we observed afterwards by 
visit, there is no hypocrisy about the 
building—all is beautiful, interior as well 
ns exterior, back, as well as front. An 
imposing feature of the interior is the 
lofty central hall, with its balconies and 
balustrades, where charming vistas right 
and left are to be had of arched anA 
vaulted corridors,'and beyond which are 
graceful covered colonnades leading to | 
the wings, the mnsenm and the printing 
house. Altogether the structure justifies 
its reputation as one of the handsomest 
in America. 

’A Paradise For Sportsmen. 

We spent hours in the museum of the 
natural history of British Columbia, look¬ 
ing at the wild beasts and birds, fishes 
nnd shells, butterflies and moths, t *I\> 
think that in Vancouver Island alone 
there i& an abundance of panther, bear 
nnd the lordly elk, not t<f speak of small 
game, such as black-tail deer, pheasant, 
grouse and quAll! The sportsman hero 
finds his ideal, and the fqgmer his help 
nnd recreation. . On the ground floor, of 
the museum we saw splendid specimens 
or moose, elk and caribou, big-horn 
sheep, including the newly discovered 
large silvoregrey of the Yukon, monntain 
goat, cougar, grizzly bear, wolf, walrus, 
sea lion, seal and other animals. There 
waa also a magnificent collection of In-

As just remarked, fine 
wfother was not onr return exnerience. 
When we got back to the Mainland, 
however, the rain had stopped snd the 
day was brightening up, revealing the 
grand sweep of the Cascade Mountains 
over Bnrrard lulet to the north of Van¬ 
couver City.
